One by one the strongest and most 
highly-respected men of the Democratic 
party are being driven out of that 
organization by the "rule or rnin" sil- 
ver element.

In 1880 it 
gave the Republican Presidential Elec- 
tors 14,383 majority, an increase over 
the Republican majority of 1806 of 
2,295. It is to this increase in the Re- 
publican vote of the Eleventh Congres- 
sional District, which I have the honor 
to represent on this floor, that the 
Democrats of Kentucky point to support 
their charge of fraud in the election of 
1896-the charge that Kentucky was 
stolen by Republican managers in that 
election. 

"Now, Mr. Chairman, in connection 
and as an offset against the increased 
majority given by the Eleventh District 
in 1896, 1 want to make a statement as 
to the increase in the Democratic vote 
in the First Congressional District of 
Kentucky. In 1895 the First District 
gave Hardin, Democratic candidate for 
Governor, 13,167 votes. It gave Brad- 
let, Republican candidate. 9,658 votes, 
a Bemocratic plurality of 3,509. In 

1896 it gave Bryan 25,850 and McKin- 
ley 13.304 votes, a Democratic plurality 
of 12,546, a gain in plurality over the 
previous year of 9,037 votes. I nse the 
word "plurality" because there were 
other candidates voted for. In refer- 
ring to the Eleventh District, where 
Democrats charge these frauds were j 
perpetrated, they say nothing about the ]

than 9,000 votes."
